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W. C. DURANT BUYS 
PLANT IN GERMANY; 
WILL OPEN AUG. 1 


Factory Also Planned 


For France; Exports 
Show 30° Gain 


EW YORK, May 16.— 

The first of the two 
European assembly plants to 
be established in Europe by 
Durant Motors, Inc., will be 
in operation near Berlin 
about August 1, it was an- 
nounced this morning by T. 
s. Johnston, assistant to W. 
C. Durant. 


Mr. Durant, who is now in Berlin, 
has advised his New York executives 
that he has purchased from the 
German government a large plant at 
Siemens Staat, a suburb of the Ger- 
man capital, for the manufacture of 
the Durant cars. The factory is said 
to be splendidly located, with rail 
and water connections by canal 
from Hamburg. Engineers are al-| 
ready at work upon changes in con- | 
struction, and arrangements are 
being made for starting operations 
August 1. 

Purchase of this German plant 
bears out the announced intention 

of Mr. Durant, as published in the 
Automotive Daily News May 2, to 
establish an assembly plant in 
Germany and another in France. 
The head of Durant Motors sailed 
for Europe in April to carry out 
these plans. He is expected to 
leave Berlin in a few days for 
Paris, to make final arrangements 
there for the establishment of his 
French plant. 

These plants in France and Ger- 
many will open up for Durant cars 
the vast markets of these two coun- 
tries which until now have prac- 
tically been untouched by Durant 
Motors, according to executives at 
the Elizabeth plant.

COST 
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HEN the National Sacen Trade Council held its 
recent meeting at Houston, Tex., it adopted a final 


declaration of policy, embodying thirteen points, which are 
of vital importance to the development of our export trade. 
All of them excellent, 
such bold relief that we venture to comment on them here. 

For one thing, the Council demands a business program 
for our American merchant marine. Unless we do achieve a 
business program for this important arm of our export busi- 
ness, there will be no American merchant marine and all 
our overseas trade will be carried in foreign bottoms. At 
the present time American shipping labors under a double 
handicap of higher construction costs and higher operating 
expenses than those of its competitors. If our merchant 
fleet is to remain in being, we must place it on an equality 
with the shipping of other nations. 

To this end we need adequate American insurance facili- 

At the present time only three states, New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania have on their statute books the 
model marine insurance law enacted by Congress for the 
District of Columbia six years ago. It is desirable that other 
states follow this example as quickly as possible. 

Our antiquated and restrictive navigation laws need 
revision. To date Congress has done nothing in this respect 
and prompt action is needed. It is to be hoped that some 
champion will arise at Washington to sponsor a bill reliev- 
ing this situation. Another important matter needing atten- 
tion is the bringing of our methods of handling ocean bills 
of lading into harmony with the procedure now general in 
other maritime. nations. 

A really important and constructive program can be 
worked out by a progressive administration to save our 
merchant marine and so contribute to the development 
ot

Australia Likes Our Cars 


YOT LONG ago in London the American Chamber of 
No Commerce gave a luncheon to Sir Granville Ryrie, 
high commissioner of Australia. At the conclusion of the 


gastronomic festivities, Sir Granville made a carefully con- 
sidered speech, in the course of which he told his hosts that 
American cars have achieved their present position in the 
Australian market simply because they are better adapted 
to colonial needs than those of other nations. 
The British trade press took considerable exception to 
Sir Granville’s comments. The Autocar regrets sincerely 
that the speech was made and suggests that while Sir Gran- 
ville Ryrie is of course “first and foremost an Australian 
with the best interests of his fellow countrymen at heart, 
he would not, we think, be betraying his trust were he to 
concentrate rather upon constructive criticism, put forward | 
privately to British manufacturers, than upon depreciation | 
of British productions in a speech delivered to foreigners.” 
The fact is that American motor vehicles, evolved 
to meet conditions in this country, are very much closer 
to Australian needs than those of Great Britain, devel- 
oped to meet the conditions existing in the island king- 
dom. Our own conditions, as to roads, topography, etc., 
are much nearer those that exist in Australia than are 
those in England. Furthermore, the great advantage that 
American vehicles in Australia enjoy over those of any 
other country is the supply of spare parts which our 
manufacturers are careful to have available for colonial 
owners. Servicing British or other foreign makes in 
Australia is not nearly as good as the service facilities 
for American cars. This is a long advantage and one 


that our makers will be careful to hold.

HICAGO, May 16.— Chicago 
motor truck dealers attribute 
the loss in Cook county registra- 
tions for last month, as compared 
with April, 1927, to unseasonable 
weather conditions.

Oregon Commission 
Decides Issue for 
Competing Lines 


By A. E. V. DUNN 
ORTLAND, ORE., May 16.—A 
decision which has _ been 


awaited for years by the motor bus 
operators of Oregon was recently 
made by the Oregon Public Serv- 
ice Commission. This was in re- 
gard to the regulation of schedules 
of competing lines. 

The circumstances which brought 
about the action on the part of the 
commission were the application of 
the California Transit Company for 
a new schedule, and the objection 
made by competing lines on the 
grounds that the proposed schedule 
would allow the California Transit 
Company’s buses to leave its termi- 
nal within fifteen minutes of the 
departure of buses operated by the 
other lines. 

A formal hearing was held before 
the Oregon Public Service Commis- 
sion in which the Oregon Stages, 
Inc., and the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany both registered their objec- 
tions. The commission decided that 
competing schedules should be at 
least thirty minutes apart, and 
made a new schedule for the of- 
fending company, which also cut 
down the speed of its vehicles so 
that their arrival in the various 
cities through Oregon would more 
nearly fit in with the schedules of 


the two other companies.

has suddenly commanded Congres- 
sional attention. 

While Congress is expected to ad- 
journ the latter part of this month 
there is strong probability that this 
modern “toll road trust” will be 
made the subject of a sweeping in- 
vestigation of nationwide propor- 
tions next winter. 

The American Association of State 
Highway Officials, supported by the 
United States Bureau of Public 
Roads, is organizing for a great 
popular fight against further ex- 
tension of the toll system. 

Particular attention was directed 
toward the revival of toll roads by 
the recent introduction of the Fur- 
low resolution, sponsted by Repre- 
sentative John Q. Tilson of Con- 
necticut and Representative Edward 
E. Denison of Illinois, the latter a 
member of the House Committee on 
I rstate and Foreign Commerce. 

nis resolution proposes to ap- 
point a Congressional committee to 
study a plan for the building and 
operation of a high-speed toll high- 
way from New York city to Boston 

Figures on toll bridge construc- 
tion, obtained today by the Auto- 
motive Daily News from the Bureau 
of Public Roads, made a startling 
showing. These data show at pres- 
ent twenty-nine toil bridges are 
under construction; 162 are defi- 
nitely planned; while many other 
projects are in the making. 

All considerable streams are rated 
as navigable and may not be 
bridged without Congressional auth- 
ority. Promoting, financing and 
construction interests are at work 
all over the country, scouting for 
valuable bridge sites, hoping to get 
charters before public hostility 
Shall have been fully aroused. 


Although toll bridges have been 


{ built for years, it is only within the 


last eight or nine months that the | 


movement has come to be regarded 


as a real menace to the free high- | 


way system. The large increase in 
the number of motor vehicles in all 


sections of the country, including 
the most remote parts, has made 
“easy pickings” for the toll bridge 


promoters, coupled with their army 
of stock peddlers, it was pointed 
out by government officials. 

In addition to the rapid increase 
in the use of motor cars, the big 
development of the national road

ago a bridge was 
across the Potomac at Will- 
iamsport, Md., at a cost of $87,000. 
Its last annual report showed a net 
operating income of $41,000, while a 
dividend of $32,000 was declared in 
a single year. 

A bridge across the Platte River 
at Plattesmouth, Neb., paid over 
150 per cent. annually for 1923, 1924 
and 1925. These are instances cited 
by the Bureau of Public Roads. 

It was explained at the bureau 
that there are two types of toll 
bridges. One is built by the state 
county or city and tolls are charged 
until the bridge is paid for. The 
other type is built by private owner- 
ship, in many cases with perpetual 
charters. The state and Federal 
authorities have no objection to the 
first class, but strenuously oppose 
the privately owned class. 

The problem of blocking the de- 
velopment of the toll bridge graft 
has been seriously considered by 
the bureau and is certain to become 
a vital issue at the next session of 
Congress, which convenes in De- 
cember.

ASHINGTON, May 16.—Germany is carrying on an 

active compaign of propaganda among automobile 
and tire dealers against the importation and sale of Ameri- 
can tires. ¢ 

The German Association has DIVIDEN 

started another campaign of DS 
warning to dealers, pointing out 
that those dealers who act as 


dealers for American manufac- 

turers “are working against their 

own interests and against those 
of their colleagues in the same 

"e of business.” 

An excerpt from a letter sent out 
recently by the association declares 
that dealers handling American 
tires “prevent the possibility of 
profitable work being enjoyed by 
those who understand our methods, 
and, therefore, we see ourselves 
obliged to offer the same possibili- 
ties of competition to those middle- 
men who continue to sell our manu- 
factures, by raising our terms for 
automobile and large size tires.” 

A circular also has been sent out 
stating that Germany is compelled 
to pay 80 marks in reparations 
every second of the day and night. 

The question is asked whether, 
under these conditions, one can ac- 
cept the responsibility of buying 
foreign industrial products “to the 
disadvantage of Germany, and of 
thus robbing thousands of Germans 
of the possibilities of working and 
earning a living.” 

In all of the propaganda matter 
sent out no direct mention is made 
of American tires, all reference be- 
ing made to “foreign” makes. How- 

ever, it is well understood by the 
apace division of the Department 
ot Commerce that American tires, 
in spite of severe economic and 
tariff barriers, have been making 
steady inroads in the German mar- 
ket because of their superior qual- 
ity in comparison with the domestic 
product.
